Mr.  Mayor,  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year 
ended  31st  December,  1939. 

The  year  was  quite  an  exceptional  one  owing  to  the  unsettled 
state  of  the  National  outlook.  The  preparations  for,  and  the 
reception  of,  some  7,000  evacuees,  both  parents  and  children,  from 
London,  arrangements  for  their  medical  care,  sick  bays,  isolation 
Of  infectious  cases,  accommodation  for  expectant  mothers,  and  the 
cleansing  of  many  children,  were  undertaken. 

The  duties  in  connexion  with  the  establishment  of  the 
Casualty  Services,  First-Aid  Posts,  their  equipment,  and  Air  Raid 
Precautions  generally  occupied  a good  deal  of  time,  and  the  Port 
duties  also  became  very  involved. 

The  Ministry  of  Health,  owing  to  pressure  of  work  on  Public 
Health  Departments,  has  instructed  that  only  essential  and  urgent 
matters  which  have  affected  the  public  health  during  the  year 
need  be  incorporated  in  this  Report. 

I am  happy  to  state  that  our  health  services  were  continued 
without  alteration,  and  that  the  evacuees  were  given  exactly  the 
same  facilities  as  obtained  for  our  own  local  residents. 

Nothing  exceptional  occurred  during  the  year,  which  was 
quite  normal  from  a public  health  point  of  view/.  Cases  of  infect- 
ious disease  were  only  about  a half  that  of  the  previous  year, 
and  the  water  supply  was  satisfactory. 

The  birth-rate  and  death-rate  were  about  average,  while  the 
infant  mortality-rate  was  again  low  — 51  per  1,000  births,  as 
against  50  per  1,000  births  for  the  whole  of  England  and  Wales. 

I take  this  opportunity  to  thank  you,  Mr,  Mayor,  and  the 
Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee,  and  the  Members  of 
the  Council  for  their  support  in  a difficult  year. 

In  conclusion  I would  like  to  thank  the  members  of  my  staff, 
who  have  stood  by  me  and  worked  long  hours  in  the  many  additional 
duties  brought  about  by  evacuation,  and  the  A.R.P.  Services. 

To  my  colleagues  in  the  Medical  Profession  I send  my  appre- 
ciation for  their  never  failing  co-operation  and  help,

( i ) Vat  er . 

The  Borough  water  supply  is  under  constant  observation  and 
everything  that  can  be  done  to  ensure  continued  safety  of  supply 
is  being  carried  out. 

Bacteriological  analyses  have  been  consistently  satisfactory 
throughout  the  entire  year,  some  50  samples  being  taken  by  the 
Chief  Sanitary  Inspector,  Mr . H.  71.  Gill,  and  approximately  40 
by  the  Eolkestone  Waterworks  Company. 

The  results  of  the  treated  water  of  the  Upper  and  Lower 
Honeywood  Springs  were  equally  satisfactory.

SECTION  S. — INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  CF  FOLD. 

(a)  Milk  Supply. 

The  six  farms  in  the  Borough,  and  premises  licensed  under 
the  Milk  Orders  were  regularly  inspected. 

Samples  of  milk,  supplied  both  from  within  and  outside 
the  Borough  were  taken  periodically  for  analyses. 

( b ) Meat , and  Other  Foods . 

The  information  under  this  heading  is  given  on  pp.  14  to  16 

(c)  Adulteration. 

Action  was  taken  under  the  various  Food  Orders  and  'Regula- 
tions, 90  samples  of  milk  being  taken.  Of  these  10  were  unsat- 
isfactory. Two  of  these  were  taken  by  the  County  Inspector, 

6 purveyors  were  warned  by  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector,  and 
there  were  2 prosecutions.  One  case  was  dismissed,  and  the 
other  purveyor  was  fined  £2. 

42  samples  of  miscellaneous  foods,  etc.,  were  taken,  of 
which  2 -were  unsatisfactory.  One  retailer  was  warned  by  the 
Chief  Sanitary  Inspector,  and  the  other  proceeded  against,  the 
retailer  in  this  instance  being  dismissed  from  the  case.  The 
manufacturer  was  then  proceeded  against  and  was  fined  £10,  with 
£3.  10.  0.  costs. 

( d ) Chemical  and  Bacteriological  Examination  of  Food . 

The  chemical  analyses  are  carried  out  by  Messrs.  Hawkins 
and  Roberts,  of  Canterbury,  and  the  bacteriological  analyses 
by  The  County  Laboratory,  Maidstone.
